More Lights Needed 

Editor Recorder: 

I note in the fait iseuo of the 
Recorder your artiole w street 
lights, and wish to gay that I ag¬ 
ree with you, that ws should hare 
more light. 

I have before me a book written 
by the- Dominion Government 
giving an aoeurate description tof 
allot Canada's lighting systems, 
including rates, hours of service ^ 
etc., and I find that our rate for 
lighting,, 14c. per k. w. h., is the 
cheapest, with one or two except¬ 
ions, of any town of Raymond's 
population, in the entiro Dominion. 

Our rates for street lighting is 
also one of the oheapest and, un¬ 
fortunately, one of the poorest, be¬ 
cause we havon't enough lights. 

1 would like to suggest as an 
improvement^ not as a means for 
getting revenue for the Raymond 
Electric company, but for the gen¬ 
eral appearance, safety and bright 
ness of our toupi, that in the main 
travelled parts we have a lamp on 
every pole, and in the outlying 
streets a lamp at each street inter¬ 
section and one in the center of 
the bloek. 

There are some people who 
blame the Raymond Electric com¬ 
pany for not replacing burnt-out 
street lamps. I wish to say for 
their information that it is the 
duty of the Town to make these 
replacements, and it should be 
attended to promptly instead of 
neglecting it for months, as I 
know to be true in some oases. 
These lights have to be paid for 
whether they burn or not. 

1 thank you lor the apace in 
your valuable paper, and trust 
that the Town Council will some 
day look at Raymond more 
“brightly.’*

British Government Has One That 
Can Be Converted Into a Yacht 

A French engineer M. de Monge, 
has Invented n new typo of aeroplane, 
which can he driven by ordinary nuto- 
inobllo engines. The piano has no, 
fuselage body. Tho ailerons, tall, 
ami rudder aro attached to the front 
wing by steel rods only, and tho pilot 
and passenger pH In a kind of cock¬ 
pit In tho centre of tho wing be¬ 
tween tho hvo nine horsepower en¬ 
gines that are used. The piano Is of 
course much llghtor than tho usual 
typo, and it Is said that It can bo 
stoml with fuel enough for a flight of 
nearly 3,000 miles. The engines burn 
only a gallon of gasoline for every 
thirty miles of flight, nnd ilrlvo the 
piano easily at a hundred miles an 
hour. The Ilrltlsh Government has 
built another experimental aeroplane 
which has light masts and sails in ad¬ 
dition to its aerial equipment. When 
It has to come down into water the 
sails can be spread nnd tho piano con¬ 
verted Into a neat little yacht! The 
piano is nil metal, and a German en¬ 
gineer.

Persons who seldom write to relatives and friends through¬ 
out the year, do so at GItrlstmns time. Millions exchange Christmas cards 
r.nd other forms of greeting. Parcels containing gifts pour into the post 
o/llres In their thousands. And the postal employees have to receive, sort 
and despatch it ail. and. in the cities and along rural routes, deliver it. 

Most peopl.* time Hie mailing of their cards of greeting and gifts so they 
▼ III arrive at their destination one or two days beforo Christmas, or possibly 
on Christmas Day li-elf. The inevitable result is such a congestion In tho 
pod offlres and railway mail cars that It is a physical impossibility to handle 
all ihe business within the short space of time before Christmas Day, no mat¬ 
ter how tremendous tin effort is nude by the postal clerks. Thus many gifts 
intended for Christmas nit* not received by those to whom they are address¬ 
ed until Christmas Is past and gone for another year.

If you are attaching any Christmas seals 
or stamps of greeting, place them on the back of the letter or parcel, but not 
on the same side with the address and postage stamps. 

General observance of these llttlo things will greatly expedite tho hand- ' 
ling of the tMirlstmas rush of mail matter, insure the proper handling of your 
parcel, aiul by speeding up tin- whole service and lightening the labor of tho 
P'wta! employees result in what you yourself defire, the best possible service.

Held To Be Largely Responsible For 
Violent Earthquakes Registered 

Buenos Aires, Argentine.—A huge 
spot on the sun, estimated to be some 
82.900 miles long by 27,000 miles wide, 
is believed by Prof. Martin GU, Argen¬ 
tine astronomer of the National Ob¬ 
servatory at Cordons, to be largely re¬ 
sponsible for tlie violent earth shocks 
registered here and in North America, 
and reported to be centred in the 
Orient. 

Prof. Gil says the spot which is al 
most divided in two, is slightly more 
than 20 degrees heliocentric latitude 
south and that today it may be observ¬ 
ed at the sun’s central meridian, when 
its electro-magnetic action over the 
earth is strongest.

An Arctic explorer's life "Ain't 
wtidt ft Used to bo.*' With this bald 
statement, Lieut.-Commander fiugono 
P. MacDonald, of tho 8.S. Peary, sum¬ 
marised Ills six months "summer va¬ 
cation," in tho Far North as a Junior 
ofTIcer to Commander Donald Mac¬ 
Millan, of tho MacMillan Arctic ex¬ 
pedition, upon his arrival home. Mr. 
MacDonald, president of tho Zenith 
Radio Corporation, told Chicago news¬ 
paper interviewers that the romance 
of tho explorer's life in tho Far North 
la done, simply done, because radio 
hap taken away tho thrill uni peril, 
supplemented by worry and lack o? 
communication heretofore experi¬ 
enced by all who visited the untravol- 
lod wastes. 

Tho accorupllshmonta of the ex¬ 
pedition wore summarised by Mr. 
MacDonald In three sentences: 

(1) "Tho charting of part of the 
2,000,000 squaro miles of the unex¬ 
plored region, northeast of Alaska 
and southwest of Greenland by gov¬ 
ernment aeroplanes, which also gain¬ 
ed the knowledge of temperatures at 
altitude never before pcnolmtoi by a 
human. 

(2) "The work of the National Geo¬ 
graphic Society representatives In 
gathering valuable scientific data and 
specimens of life, blrd3, flowers and 
wild life. 

(3) "The proof that low wavo trans¬ 
mission can successfully operato in 
daylight as wel las night regardless 
of magnetic or air conditions." 

These accomplishments, Mr. Mac¬ 
Donald says, when annlyxed will give 
more in research knowledge than 
any previous expedition or any other 
will ever accomplish." 


Dr. Coblsntx Finds 


Mean Annual 

Temperature Around 20 Degrees 
Fahrenheit 

With tho use of an extraordinarily , 
delicate imminent he has Invented | 
for finding out such distant farts, \V. 
W. Cobleuta, of the bureau of stand¬ 
ards, lias concluded that the mean 
annual temperature on the surface of 
the planet Mars Is about 20 degreos 
Fahrenheit, comparing with the earth's 
59 degrees. 

Tho observations Indicate tlmt 100 
degrees below zero is frequent, and 
Pr. Coblent* suggested that tho rea¬ 
son for some higher temperatures lie 
detected them might be In "tho as¬ 
sumption that these dark areas con¬ 
tain vegeta’Ion having properties ol 
the tuft-forming grasses of our high 
pralrloe, and tho tussock mosses nnd 
lichens of our dry tundras, Which 
have a high absorbtivlty for hoIiu 
radiation." A noon-day temperature 
on tho Martian equator. In such vege¬ 
tation. might rise to G5 degrees, lie 
figured. 

Pr. Cobientx reported the conclu¬ 
sion that at night tho surface tem¬ 
perature on Mars is 70 degrees cen¬ 
tigrade below zero, but that during 
tin? Martian summer tho days have 
a temperature of perhaps even higher 
|than 100 degrees centigrade, or about 
50 degrees Fahrenheit.

same period a total of 17.652.073 
pounds of creamery butter from nil 
Canada was exported to Great Britain 
as compared with 9.200,164 pounds in 
1924. Them figures are given by I*. 
C. KUM, dairj commlcrioner for Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

"Of the estimated production of 15,- 
600,000 pounds of creamery butter in 
this provine \ Saskatchewan consumes 
only about 1,000.000 pounds or 27 per 
cent, of the total, and the remaining 
73 per cent, is marketed outside the 
province," states Mr. Kidd. "As in¬ 
dicated above, the greater part of our 
creamery butter for the past two or 
three year? has been shipped to Great 
Britain, the remainder being market¬ 
ed in Eastern Canada and the United 
Siatcs. and a small imrtion at the 
Pacific coast.

In a recent article published in the 
London, England, Spectator, entitled 
"A Green Hand’s Experlenco of Har¬ 
vesting," Major Francis Yeats Brown 
tolls how he started last August from 
Montreal with a party of 600 men on 
route to work in tho harvest fields of 
Western Canada. At Winnipeg, he 
states, he was courteously receivod by 
different officials, and was sent im¬ 
mediately to a farm south of that city 
at Dufrost, where he was well treated 
by both his employer and his employ¬ 
er's family. While not actually work¬ 
ing In the grain fields he Attended to 
the livestock and thoroughly enjoyed 
his experiences.

"In 1923 about 12,000 English har¬ 
vesters came to Canada and, though 
some returned, the greater part are 
still in Canada and prosperous In var¬ 
ious degree?. Far from being n fail¬ 
ure, as io sometimes absurdly stated, 
this movement <<. English harvesters 
was one of tho soundest schemes of 
land settlement In recent years."

Renfrew, wheat is later and higher 
yielding than Marquis and will likely 
bo suited to southern areas of the 
province where there is a limited rain¬ 
fall. It docs not seem advisable to 
sow it In tho Edmonton district or In 
northern areas when* frost has to bo 
reckoned with. 

Another variety, University No. 222, 
Is entirely beardless and resembles 
Red Dobs from which it w’^is selected. 
It Is about four days earlier than Mar¬ 
quis and in tests on the University 
farm at Edmonton has given better 
yields. The shortness of tho straw* Is 
a disadvantage in the drier areas.
